ease. 


Bacteriological examination of 
tho 


throat swabs taken from all 
school 


children and teachers, followed by 
Isolation and treatment of all found in 
an infectious condition, was the meth- 
od employed at Forest. Six diphtheria 
carriers were found among the 330 
pupils and teachers examined. No new 
casos developed afte.r these measures 
were put Into operation, and all pre- 
vious cases were cleared up within 
three weeks. 


Forest, which reported 10 diphtheria 


cases in October and only three re- 
corded for November. The other com-
